Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner contacted the Applicant regarding the possible allowance of the case. The pivot joint and ratchet (of claim 1 ) 
appeared to lack support in the specification. The Applicant noted the reference to these elements within the substitute 
specification filed on 04/25/2007. The issue was resolved, which eliminated the need for an Examiner's Amendment..
